ARRIVAL OF THE LIVERPOOL. 
TWELVE DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 

The steamship Liverpool arrived nt New-York on 
Tuesday evening, in seventeen days from Liverpool, 
I bringing 94 cabin passengers. The Liverpool nd- 
I vices are to the 20th of April, and the London to 
the 19th evening, both inclusive. We are indebted 
to the attention of Captain Duff for a file of Lon- 
don and Liverpool papers of the latest dates. From 
I the New-York journals before us, — and principally 
; from the Commercial Advcrti.ser, — we make up the 
ifollowingsummaryof news: 

The intelligence by this arrival is of high inte- 
rest, and quite remarkable. One of those sudden 
turns in the progress of events has taken place, 

I which sometimes occur to bafilo all calculation, and 
show the folly of political prophecy. For months 
past our tidings from Europe have been fullof gath- 
ering clouds on the political liorizon, daily increas- 
. ing in blackness and in volume, and wearing an as- 
‘ pect 80 threatening that it seemed almost impossible 
that they must be unattended with tempest and con- 
vulsion. In a moment, as it were, we find them 
dispersed, and all around is sunshine and gladness. 

'I'he hostile appearances between England and 

our own country have entirely disap|x:arcd the 

occasion of jealousy and bickering between Eng- 
land and France, and Russia and England, have 
been removed by courteous diplomacy — in the 
East the alarming condition of affairs is succeeded 
by such a change as almost totally removes the 
possibility of serious trouble — in France, Ihe wis- 
dom and firmness of tho King have piloted him 
safely through the difficulties of his position, and 
the factious projecis of his enemies are scattered 
to the winds — the long pending quarrel between 
Belgium and Holland is peacefully adjusted — and, 
in a word, the whole asjwct of European affairs has 
not been for many years more strongly indicative of 
quiet and prosperity than at the present moment. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the New Y'ork 
Times writes, under date of April 20 — 

The hist accounts from iMniue e.\c!le some inte- 
rest in tho minds of the British public. The tem- 
perateness and forbenranee of tlie American gen- 
eral government, as well ns Ihe more softened tone 
of tlic nutlioritics in Maine, boll out every hope 
that a .satisfactory adjustment will be accomplish- 
ed, and that jicace, so desirnble, will be preserved. 
The whole current of Brilish feeling tends in that 
direction, and the strong impulse of mutual inte- 
rests, it is to be trusted, will keep it so. 

The Cotton Market . — The Liverpool cotton mar- 
ket, Il wiii be remembered, had declined from ihe 
23d March to the 6il: till, the date of our latest pre- 
vious advices, about id per lb, on American de- 
scripiions, and Ihe ninrkct remained in a dull state. 
We now learn that the demand for cotton from the 
Gill April to the close of llic week ending on the 
12th, hail been more animated, resulting in an im- 
provement of Inl 1 on the reduced quotations of the 
(ill). 'J'hc week ending the 19th nltimc, had. how- 
ever, again been rliareetorized by great dullness, 
and nltliough previous quotations were continued, 
sales had in some insUnces been made on lower 
terms. The arrivals lir.d been numerous at Liver- 
pool from Ihc United States, and vessels generally 
repo led having seen very severe weather. The 
latest dates from this eouiilry were to thc2Gth of 
.March. jv:r Roscius, I cnce. 

A prominent item of intelligence relates lo the 
money market, as some uneasiness w.is apprehend- 
ed that it would he so tight as to affect our exchan- 
ges. but there is no serious ground of apprehen- 
sion — on thecontraiy there is a gradunl revival in 
tiie sale of -American securities, and foreign e.\- 
changes were improving.

PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

The House of Commons recommenced business 
lOn Monday, the 8th April. Lord John Russellgavc 
the form of his motion on the government of Ire- 
land, as follows: — 

“That it is the opinion of this house that it is ex- 
pedient to persevere in those principles which have 
guided the Executive Government of Ireland, of 
late years, and which have tended to the effectual 
administration of the laws and the general improve- 
ment of that part of tho United Kingdom.” 

On the 9th Mr Labouchere mov d .for and ob- 
tained leave to bring in a bill providing for the tem- 
porary government of the Island of Jamaica. As 
was done i'l Lower Canada, it abolishes the House 
of Assembly for the term of five years, and cstab- 
lishc.su Council by which the government shall be 
administered, with the aid of three special commis- 
sioners. Mr Labouchre went at length into the 
causes which have m: de this measure necessary, 
detailing tho various p oceedings of the Assembly, 
&c. &c. The bill was to have its second reading 
on the 19th. 

In answer to a qucsiion Lord Palmereton stated s 
that he had sent to Mr Fox, at Washington, the 
draft of a convention for the adjustment of the 
boundary question, by the appointment of a joint 
commission to define the bounclary; and that when 
the answer of Ihe U. S. government sliould bo re- 
ceived the papers would be laid on the table. 

On the lOlh there was no quorum. 

On the 1 1th nothing of interest wag done. 

On the 12ih, in the Ilouse of Lords, papers rela- 
ting to the affairs of Jamaica were moved for, and 
ordered. 

In the House of Commons Sir Robert Peel 
brought forward an amendment lo Lord John Rus- 
sell’s motion on the government of Ireland. It was 
lo the effect that the appointment of a committee 
of inquiry by the Ilouse of Lords did not justify 
ministers in calling upon the House of Commons 
for a declaration of opinion, and that it was not fit- 
ting for the House of Commons to call in qucsiion 
the right of the other house to inquire into tho 
state of Ireland. 

MrDuncombe gave notice of an amendment 
which he should offer if Lord John Russell’s mo- 
tion prevailed — to the effect lliat it was expedient 
to make further reforms in Parliament. 

Lord John Russell announced his intention of 
moving lo expunge from the police bill the clauses 
extemling the metropolitan police to the city of 
London. 

[These were tho clauses against which the Com- 
mon Council remonsfrited in the'r address to the 
Queen, when they got such an ungracious answer. J 

Mo.ndav, April 1.5 — The Ilouse and all ils gal- 
leries were crowded ct an early hour; and at 0 
o’clock Lord John Russell commenced speaking in 
support of his motion on ihe government of Ire- 
land. His speech is said lo have been one of Iho 
ablest his Lordsliip ever made; and the ministerial 
and whig pipers speak of it os triumphant. 

Sir Rofiert Peel replied, in support of his amend- 
ment. He mainly relied on the pidnts assumed in 
ithc amendment, and the imprdicy of adopting any 
measure that might bring on n collisicn between 
|tlio two Louses, touehing only ineident.illy on the 
real question of Lord Nonnanby’s government in. 
Ireland. 

I The debate was continued through the wrek, 
'and was not completed on the 19lh, which is the date 
|of our latest London paper. No doubt was enter- 
tained as to the result, the Irish members and most 
'of the liberals going en masse in support of ihe 
ministry. 

I The other procced’ngs in either house were of 
'little interest, as well as wc can judge from the 
summary in the Liverpool papers.

Art r-naids Imlia Ihey are of a favorable na-1 
lure, our Iroopa havinfr obtained tire coniinaiid of the, 
Indus by the Burrender of Hydmbad and Biikkur, which 
took plico witliout any resistance. It is is also stated 
that tho Ameers of Sindo have declared their adhesion 
to the hntish government, 'fhe valuable steamer So- 
mirainis was wrecked on the 13th of February, near the 
mouth of tho Indus. 

The Delhi Oazclto of the 13th states, that the army 
of Schah Soojah had passed the Indus, and wascncanip- 
cd at Shirkarporc, hot the news of the pacific slate of 
Sciiide had not reached the army of the Indus on the 2 Ith 
of January. The reports of battles between the Scind- 
ians and the Bombay troops arc declared to be unfound- 
ed. Some apprehensiona existed of a formidable attack 
on the troops under Sir John Keane at Hyderabad, and a 
detachment under Sir Willoughby Cotton had conse- 
quently been ordered up to his support. 

Sir A. Burner was with the advanced force, and Sir H. 
Fane at Rorce. It was expected that ll:c nrniy at Shik- 
aporc would be detained there for some time, andnoac- 
live movements appear lo be contemplated in any quar- 
ter. Lord Auckland was at Delhi on the I2th of Feb. 
Gen. Allard, a distinguished officer in the service at Run- 
icet Sinch, died at Peshaw ar on the 23d of Jan. 
FRANCE. 

Tho victory of the King over the coalition was evinced 
in the result of the election for President of the Cham-j 
ber, whicli took place on the 16th of April. 'J'hecandi-‘ 
date of the coalition was Odillon Barrol — the ministerial 
candidate was M. Passy. 'I’he latter was elected by a| 
majority of 30, greatly to the surprise and mortification 
of the Carlisle and republicans, and the other odds and 
ends who had uiiiled in the hope of forcing the King tO| 
a virtual surrender of his authority. The upshot of the 
matter is, that a sufficient number of the Doctrinaires,' 
late opponents of the King, and Count Mole, have gone} 
over — satisfied , probably, tliat tho rule of their late allies , 
would be more mischievous than any thing the King^ 
would be likely to attempt. i 

It was presumed that after this triumph Marshal Soult 
would renew his endeavor to form a ministry — that he 
w’ould he successful — and that the new cabinet would 
be almost identical w ith that of Count Mole. If 1 biers, 
should join it, itwould have an overwhelming majority | 
at its command — if lie should keep aloof, its majority i 
would be smaller, but still probably sufficient. 

The French government is said lo have offered its me- 
diation between the Sultan and the Pacha of Egypt. 

The Fnmch and English Ambassadors at Constantino- 
ple arc said lo have agreed to an arrangement, in conse- 
quence of which an .Anglo-French squadron will bet 
formed of six ships of the line, four frigates and ten' 
smaller ve.ssels, lo watch tho Turkish fleet on its issuing! 
from the Dardanclle.'i. Sir B. Stopford is also to send five 
ships of the line to Alexandria, and Admiral I.alande is. 
to station llirce at Tunis. By this mcan.s, it is hoped, 
botli the Turkish and the Egyptian fleet w ill bo prevent- 
ed from wantonly provokiiifi a collision. 

The Court of Cassation has decided against tlic appeal 
of Marsaud from the sentence of the tribunal at Brest, 
by which he was condemned to death, with Raimoiid, 
for the murdvr on board the Alexandre. Raimond did 
not appeal. 

Lord Brougham and Messrs. Ilumc and Leader were 
at Paris during the rcccs.**. The former had been ill. 
A public dinner wasoflered him pnd dcclincd--a private 
letter says because it wa^ expected that Monsieur Papi- 
neau would also be present. 

PORTUGAL.

To the Editor of Ute Observer and Reporter: 

Sir:— A s gross misrepresentations arc going the rounds 
of the public presses, and are also made by stump ora- 
tors, I request that you and all Editors ffiendly to the 
cause of truth, will republish the charter that passed 
the Senate, at the last session of tho Legislature, grant- 
ing Banking privileges to the South Western Rail Road 
Bank in this State. From it your readers will see, that 
instead of a charter dictated to Kentucky by S. Carolina 
for a Bank, to pay no bonus to the State, and irrespon- 
sible thereto, it was only a power conferred on a compa- 
ny to establish a Branch in the State, at all times subject 
to the control of tho Legislature, and that, instead of 
its paying no bonus for Banking privileges, by the 24th 
section ol the act, it was to pay the tax that our Banks 
paid, not exceeding a tax of 50 cents on the hundred ! 
dollars; and a right to impose any higher or greater tax 
was reserved to the State— aright not reserved on other 
State institutions. That by the 3 Uh section, the Leg- 
islature reserves tho right to examine the Branch, and 
that on the oaths of its officers. 

In fine, the readier will see, from an impartial reading! 
of the bill, that the Branch was wholly under the con-' 
trol of the State of Kentucky, and that, instead of its 
paying /css, it would in fact pay more. The State Banks 
pay a bonus of 50 cents on the hundred dollars; but as 
the State owns one third of the Stock, she receives a 
bonus of only two thirds of a half per cent on the 
$100 from the Stockholders for the privilege of Banking; 
whereas the State of Kentucky not being a subscriber 
to the South Western Rail Road Bank, she would receive 
fi om its stockholders the entire tax of fifty cents on the 
share— thus receiving from the Branch located here a 
clear revenue of five thousand dollars annually, on the 
million of capital employed. Whereas the State receives 
from the other Banks chartered but two thirds of that 
on the million of capital employed in the Northern 
Bank and Bank of Kentucky. So that when this char- 
ter is read and understood, it will be for the people to 
decide whether a Bank, the incorporation of which 
would reduce the rale of exchange between the South 
and West to one half per cent, from the shaving prices 
heretofore extorted from our traders, and replenish our 
Treasury at the rate of $5000 annually, has not beon 
and is not grossly misrepresented.

In jnstification of this apparent irregularity, it is 
urged that theconstitutional moderator had refused 
an appeal to the cominisioncrs in attendance, from 
his decision, w'hioh had excluded from the roll, 
the names of several commisioners who had been 
unconstitutionally severed, as it was alleged, from 
the Presbyterian connection by a vote of the pre- 
ceding session. It is conceded by the argument, 
that iTthe synods with the deiKuidant presbyteries 
by which those commisioners were sent, had been 
constitutionally dissolved, the motion was one which 
the moderator was not bound to put, or the commis- 
sioners to notice; and that whatever implication ol 
assent to the decision which ensued, might other- 
wise be deduced from the silence of those who re- 
fused to speak out, about which it will be necessa- 
ry .to say something in the sc(|uel, there was luv 
'room for any such implication in the particulav in- 
stance. It would follow also, that there was no

and it committed the government of it to a sland-j 
ing committee, hut with a right to appeal to the body 
of male cotnmunicants if the appell.int w'-re aCon- 
gregationalist, or to the Presbytery if ho were a ^ 
Presbyterian. Now it is evident th.^ iVs«cmb!y d> 
signed that every such congregation should belong 
to a Prcsbvt''ry as an integrant part of it; for if its min- 
ister were a Congrcgationlist, in no way connected with 
the Presbyterian cburcli, it would be impossibk to refer 
the appellate jurisdiction to any Presbylrry in puitlcii- 
lar. '1 his alone would show that it v.as designed to place 
such a congregation in ecclesiastical conn* xion witli tlic 
Presbytery of the district ; but it is not all. It was c\- 
pressly provided in conclusion* that if the “said stand- 
ing cominitt<!C of any church, shall depute one of them- 
selves to attend the Prospytery, ho may have the same 
right to sit and act in the Prosb> tcry as a ruling elder of 
the Presbyterian ehurcli.” h'or ulnt purpose il the con- 
gregation were not in Presbyterial fellowship? 

It is said that this Jus rejirrsrniatlonis w as predicated 
of the appeal prccedcnlly mentioned; and that the c.k- 
erciscof il was to be restrained to the trial of it. '1 he 
words, how ever, were predicated w ithout restriction; and 
an implied limitation of their meaning, w'ould imimte 
to the Assembly the injustice of allowing a party to sit 
in his own cause, by inlrodmdng into the composition ofj 
the appollulc court, a part of the subordinate one. 'lhat!

was nothing else than an oi’diiiancc ol dissolution.

•clu.rcli, under, and in execution of tl.e plan ol un- 
ion, “be, and are hereby declared to be, out of the 
■ecclesiastical connexion of thePresbyterian cliurcli 
k the United States of .-Vnicrica ; and that tl.(^y are 
not in form or in fact an integral portion ot saifi 
church.” Now it will not be said that if the dissol- 
ved synods had no oilier basis than the pi m (if un- 
ion, they did not nncnssirily fall along with it, and 
it is not pretended that the Assembly was incompe- 
tent to repeal the union prospectively, but it is con- 
tended that the repeal could not impair rights ot 
nicnibersbip which liad grown up under it. 

On the other li ind, it is contended that Ihc plan 
■of union was nnco-.islitutional and void from the 
bemnning, because it vv.is not snhniiUcd to the 
iireshytenes for their. sanction; and that no ngiil ol 
...cmhershin could spring from it. Hut viewed, not 
us a constitutional regulation which implies peniia- 
iicncy of duration, hut as a temporary expedient, 
it acquired the force ofa law without tlie ratilication 
of tliose bodies. It was evidenlly not intended to 
he pjmiaiicut, anil it eoiisequeiilly was coii.->ti- 
tutioii dly enacted and constitutionally repealed h) 
an or.iiiniry act of logisl itioii ; and those synods 
which h id tlioir root in it could not he expected to 
survive it. There never w:is a desi_ 

.anialg nil ilion of cce.leaslical principles which are 
Ds imni'.s.^ihle as water and oil : much less to allcct a 
comixturc of them only at pirticular geograpliic- 
;,1 points. Such 111 attempt would have coiiipro - 1 
in'ised a principle at the very root of prcsbitcrian 
govenunent wliicli reqnire.s that the oilicers ol the 
church he sat qiart by special ordination for the 
woi'l;.

1 'I'ho inquiry might be rested here; for if there were 
j no color of right m tliom, there was no color of right in 
, the adversary proceedings which were founded on their 
exclusion. Ilut even if their title were clear, the rcfusnl 
jof an appeal from flic decision of the moderator, would 
1 be no ground for the degradation of the olHccr at the cull 
I of a minority; nor could it impose on the niajoritv an ob- 
ligation to vote on a question put unollicialiy, and out of 
the usual course. 'I’o all ijucstions put by the cstablish- 
j cd organ, it is the duty of every member to respond, or 
I bo counted w ilh the greater number, bccaurc he is sup- 
I posed to have a.ssentcd beforehand to the result of the 
i process pro established to u.sccrlain the general will; but 
I the rulc^of implied assent is certainly inapplicable to a 
measure which when jnstiilable even by extreme neces- 
sity, is essentially revolutionary, and based on no pre 
established process of ascertainment whatever. 

To apply it to an extreme case of inorganic action, as 
was done here, might work the degradation of any pre- 
siding ofiicer in our legislative halls, by the motion and 
actual vote of a single member, sustained by the construc- 
tive votes of all the rest; and though such an cnlerpri.^e 
may never be attempted, it shows the danger of resort- 
ing to a conventional rule, wlicn the body is to be resolv- 
ed into its original elements, and its rules and conven- 
tions to be suspended by the very motion. For this rea- 
son, the choice of a moderator to supplant the ollicer of 
tlie chair, even if he were removable at the pleasure of 
the commissioners, would uccrn to have been unconsti- 
tutional. 

lint ho wan not removable by them, because he had 
not derived Ills olficc from them; nor was he answerable 
to them for the use of his power. lie was not thrir mod- 
erator. 11c was the mechanical instrument of their or- 
ganization; and till that was accomplished, they were 
Huhjoct to his rule — not he to theirs. They were chosen 
by the authority cf his mandate, and with the power of 
self orgaiiiziit ion, only in the event of his absence at the 
opening of the session. Corporally present, but refusing 
to perform his function, he might be deemed construct- 
ively absent, for con^^titutiona^ purposes, insonnich that 
the commissiomTs might proceed to the choice of a sub- 
stitute without him; but not if he had entered on the 
performance of his task; and the reason is, that the de- 
cision of siicli questions as were prematurely pressed 
here, is proper for the decision of the body when prepa- 
red for organic action, which cannot be before it is fully 
coiislitiitcd and under the presidency of its own modera- 
tor, the moderator of the preceding session being /uneZus 
q/Vrm. 

'I'Iktc can be no occasion for its action sooner; for, 
though the commissioners arc necessarily called upon to 
vote for their moderator, their action is not organic, but 
individual. Doctor .Mason’s motion and appeal, though 
the clerks had rejiorled the roll, were premature; for, 
though it \i deeh red in the twelfth chapter of the form 
of government, that no eommisjioncr shall deliberate or 
vote before his nrnio s-liall have been enrolled, it follows 
nt)t tint tlie ei.pucity, eonstiminalcd by enrolment, was 
expect' d to bn e.vercistd during any part of llic process 
of Jirganization, but the choice of a moderator; and 
moreover, the provision may have been intended for the 
case of a eoininishi .ner appearing for llie .^. st lime, w h« n 
the lioufc w au cuistituted. 

.Man^' instanc'-s may doubtlt'ss bo found among the 
minutos, of motions entertained previously; for our pub- 
lic bodies, whetlu r legislative or judicial, scuular or ec 
cleyiastical, are too prone to forget the golden precept — 
“f.et oil things be done decently end in order.” Ikit 
these are merely iuslances of irregularity wtiich have 
pas-'cil, suh (tilcTifot and which cannot change u rule of 
po!?itiv<- enactment. It seems then that an appccl from 
the ilecision of tfic mod-'ralrr did not lio;:;nd that he 
incurred no pemillv by the disallowance of it. 'I'lie title 
of the cvscinded commissitmers could bo determined on- 
ly by the action of t!ie h >iifc, wlrrh could not be had 
licforc its organization was complete; and in the mean 
time he wau hound, as the executive inslrnmcnt of the 
preceding assembly, to jmt its ordnance into execution; 
for to Iho actual aspcnibly , and I'ot to the moderator of 
the preceding one, it belonged to repeal it. 

It wouhl lo* decisive, however, that tlie motion, as it 
was propofod, purporti-d not to be in fact a question of 
degredation for the disnllowcncc of an appeal, but one 
of new and independent organization. It was, ostensi- 
ble as well actually, of transcendental power, whose 
purpose was to treat the ordinance of the preceding as- 
sembly us a nullity, and il.s moderator as a nonentity. 
U had been prepared for tlio event avowedly before the 
meeting. 'I hc witnesses concur lhat it was prepared as 
a measure of original organization, transcending the 
customary order; and not as a recourse to the ultima ra- 
tio for a specific violation of it. The ground of the 
motion, as it was opened by the mover, was not the dis- 
allowance of an appeal, which alone could alTord the 
pretext of forfeiture, but tlic fact of exclusion, 'I’o 
aJl'cct silent members w ith an implication of as!?cnt, 
however, tlio ground of the motion and nature of the 
question must be so explicitly put before them as to pre- 
vent misconception or mistake; and the remark that 
iicraldcd tlio question in this instance, pointed at, not 
a rcinovul of the presiding incumbent, but a separate 
organization to be accomplished with the least practi- 
<ahlc interruption of the business in hand; and if they 
indicated any thing else they were deceptive. 

'I'lie measure was proposed not as that of the body, 
but as a measure of a party; and the cause assigned for 
not liaving proposed it elsewhere, was that individuals 
<»f the party Jiad been instructed that the purpose of it 
coulii not be legally accomplished in any other place. 
Nu witness speaks of a motion to degrade; and the rapid- 
ity of the process by which the choice of a substitute, 
not a successor, was eflectcd, left no apace for reflection 
or debate. Now before the passive commissioners could 
bo nflertod ’oy acquiescence implied from their silence, 
it ought to have appeared that they were apprised of 
what was going on; hut it appears that even an atten- 
tive cjr-w)tncss was unable to understand what w’as 
done. The w hole scene was of unprecedented haste, 
insomuch that it is still a matter of doubt, how the 
questions were put Now, though these facts were fair- 
ly pul to the jury, it is impossible not to see (hat the 
verdict is in this respect manifestly against the current 
of the evidence. 

OllifT corroborative views have been suggested; but 
it is ditUcult to compress a decision of the leading points 
in this case into the old fusiiioncd limits of a judical 
opinion. The preceding observations, however, arc 
deemed enough to show the grounds on w hich we hold 
that the assembly which met in the First Presbyterian 
Church was not Ihc legitimate successor of the Assem- 
bly of lb37; and that the defendants arc not guilty of 
the usurpation with w hicli they are charged. 

Rogers, J. — Opinion. 

After the patient and impartial investigation, by me, 
of this cause, at nisi prius, and in bank, 1 liuvc nothing 
at this time to add, except Dial niy opinion remains 
unchanged on all the points ruled at the trial. This cx- 
jdanalion is deemed requisite, injustice to myself, and 
because it has become accessary (in a case, in some res- 
pects, without precedent, and presenting some extraor- 
dinary features) to pievenl misapprehension, and minre- 
rcsrntalion.
